OWN REQUIEM.

ORLEANS, April 5.—([Spe- 
cial Dispatch. ]! While the angel of 
death stood on his threshold, his in- 
sane wife sitting beside him on their 
bed—the one article of furniture left 
in the house unclaimed by creditors— 
Johann Eichelborg touched with his 
almost transparent fingers the re- 
sponsive strings of his famous golden- 
toned harp and played his own re- 
quiem. The poor, mad woman passed 
her long strands of pure golden hair 
through her own frail fingers, nod- 
ding in rapt pleasure at her husband's 
music. 

It was one of over 690 compositions, 
thé manuscript of which littered the 
floos, which was to restore them once 
more from poverty to affluence. 80. 
dying, the com r still hoped and 
believed in his* genius. At last, the 
harp fell from his hands, the sensitive 
strings broke—Johann wes listening 
to the choir of angels in the world to 


come.

SACRAMENTO (Cal.) April 5.— 
The direct protest of the Japanese 
government to the State Department 
at Washington against the proposed 
alien land law in California was not 
unexpected by the lea lers in the Leg- 
isiature, who have been most active 
in support of the bill. Such action 
was predicted several weeks ago by 
representatives of the Panama-Pa- 
cific Exposition, who told the Senate 
Committee on Judiciary, that private 
advices from Tekio received by the 
exposition directors showed the hos- 
tility with which Japan would view 
such a law. 

Gov. Johnson stated this morning 
that he had not as yet received any 
communication in the matter from 
Washington and had taken no steps 
to check what appears to be a land- 
slide in favor of the land bill. He 
said, however, that it was the plan to 
draft a law that would be effective and 
at the same time preserve the treaty 
rights of the foreigners.

CLOSE THE HYDE CASE. 


Attorney-General Declines to Re- 
open the Matter of Conviction of 
Two Land Swindlers.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Atty.- 
Gen. McReynolds declined today to 
reopen the question of pardoning 
Frederick A. Hyde, and Joost H. 
Schneller, convicted in this city in 
1909 of conspiracy to defraud the 
United States in connection with Cal- 
ifornia and Oregon lands. President 
Taft refused a pardon on February 
21. It is understood that an appeal 
will be made to President Wilson to 
instruct the Attorney-General to re- 
consider the case. In the meantime 
their commitment to prison is being 
held up. Hyde was sentenced to two 
years and a fine of $10,000 and 
Schneider to fourteen months and a 
fine of $1000. 

The Attorney-General said today 
his policy would be to reopen no par- 
don case unless new and material evi- 
dence was submitted.

PANIC-STRICKEN. 

The publication of advance in- 
formation as to the character of bill 
which is to be presented to the Demo- 
cratic caucus has stirred business 
men and their employees as nothing 
has done in recent history. It is now 
realized that although President Wil-* 
son said in his campaign speeches 
that as the tariff was related to bus- 
mes no drastic action would de 
taken, the Democratic party is going 
ahead to cut into the very heart of 
nearly every industry. It is known 
that the bill which is being backed 
by President Wilson is more drastic 
than the Wilson-Gorman Dill and will 
do even greater harm to the working- 


on the part of conservative Demo- 
crats and Republicans to indulge in 
calamity-howling, they admit it is n- 
evitable that more than 1,000,000 
men will be thrown out of work; that 
there will be a 20 per cent. reduction 
in wages in the industries which are 
most affected, and that many mills 
and factories will have to close down.

Out that Impression. 


Los Angeles Concern Would 
Make Bond Issue. 


Board of Education Elects 
Macpherson President. 


- PASADENA, April 6.—The hearing 
before the State Railroad Commission 
of the application of the Valley Gas 
and Fuel Company of this city and 
Alhambra to sell its holdings to the 
loa Angeles Gas and Electric Cor- 
poration took place in the Councll 
chamber yesterday forenoon. Com- 
missioner Max Thelen of San Fran- 
cisco was the only Commissioner 
present. He heard he testimony of 
several witnesses, and, while no de- 
cision will be made known until after 
he has conferred with the other com- 
missioners, the impression was left 
that no objection will be made by 
those officials to the proposed merger. 
The amount involved its $175,000. 
The application of the Los Angeles 
Gas and Electric Corporation to issue 
bonds to the amount of $900,000, out 
of which sum it is proposed to pur- 
chase the Lowe system, also was 
heard by Commissioner Thelen. 
Thaddeus 8. Lowe, president of the 
Valley Gas and Fuel Company, was 
the first witness examined. Among 
other things he testified that in 1912 
the company lost $13,900, of which 
2000 was due to the loss occasioned 
by a fire that partially destroyed its 
plant in Alhambra. He was asked by 
Commissioner Thelen whether the 
public would profit by the proposed

Glendale Citizens Roll up Their nad bis hand caught ! 


Sleeves and Devote Day to Elimina- 

GLENDALE, April 5.—Glendale ts 
spick and span tonight as a result 
of a general cleaning up which the 
city received today at the hands of 
the residents. The 7000 citizens of 
this place worked in harmony dur- 
ing the day with the one thought of 
making the city appear even more 
beautiful than ordinary. Street Sup- 
erintendent Tarr was in charge of the 
operations of the day and under his 
direction was quite a large corps of 
paid assistants, whose work it was to 
clean the streets and to carry away 
the rubbish from the different homes 
after it had been accumulated by the 
home owners. 

The new forty-acre dumping ground 
recently acquired be the city in Ver- 
dugo canyon, was opened today for 
the first time.

HE call of the ballot is again 

heard throughout the city and on 

the 16th inst..—one week from 
Tuesday—the voters of Los Angeles 
will decide for or against the most 
important series of proposed bond 
issues in the history of the munici- 
pality, the aggregate of $17,600,000 
being exceeded only by the Los An- 
geles agueduct bonds for $23,000,000 
voted six years ago. 

On the result of the bond election 
next week hinges, important develop- 
ment work, the most pressing of 
which is the bringing of the Owens 
River water to the city from the end 
of the aqueduct proper as it comes 
through its granite tunnel to a point 
overlooking the San Fernando Val- 
ley. There -is little or no division 
of opinion as to the necessity of this 
work, for without it the entire aque- 
duct expenditure is worthiess and the 
water will remain just out of reach. 
This missing link in the great system 
will cost, according to the estimates, 
$1,600,000. 

Another of the eight bond prop- 
ositions. over which their is 
practical unanimity of opinion is that 
calling for $2,500,000 with which to 
improve the harbor. Under the new 
business administration which will 
come into office in July, there will 
be a new Harbor Commission, and 
the incoming Council will in all prob- 
ability provide a suitable salary for 
the commissioners, so that their full 
time may be devoted to harbor af- 
fairs, as advocated by The Times prior 
to the recent charter election. 

The other propositions are debat- 
able, and will be discussed pro and 
con during the next ten days. City 
Attorney Shenk, who will un- 
doubtedly succeed to the office of 
Mayor, favors the distribution of 


aqueduct power and water and 
strongly urges the development of 
the harbor. The San Dimas d line

“If the people now decide the city is 
not in a position to finance this bond 
iasue, their judgment is supreme,” 
said Shenk yesterday. 

The first issue designated upon the 
ballot to be voted at the bond elec- 
tion is the incurring by the city of 
a bonded indebtedness of $6,500,000 
to construct generating and distribut- 
ing works for the purpose of supply- 
ing light, heat and power, developed 
from the flow of aqueduct water, and 
for the acquisition of lands, water 
rights, rights of way, machinery, and 


all appurtenances necessary to the 
harnessing and distributing of this 
power. 


It was within the purview of the 
aqueduct plan to thus utilize its sur- 
plus water for the benefit of the 
people of the city, 
proffer of the light and power com- 
‘panies to purchase this embryo 
“juice” without entailing upon the 
taxpayers the burden of a great bond 
issue, many persons are of the opinion 
that it will be money in the munict- 
pality’s treasury to accept a proposi- 
tion for the outright sale of the power 
provided the consumers are perfectly 
protected from exploitation. 

A NECESSITY. 


The second pro bond issue is 
for $1,500,000 to build a trunk line 
to convey the ens River waters 
from the end of the aqueduct to the 
city for the purpose of supplying its 
citizens with water for irrigating, 
domestic and other uses. 

This is a self-evident necessity. The 
water must be made available. Other- 
wise the aqueduct is valueless, and 
it can only be made avaliable by the 
construction of a trunk line to the 
city. 
The third question to. be de- 
termined is the authorization of a 
bond issue of $2,000,000 to convey 
the surplus aqueduct water to con- 
sumers in the San Fernando Valley: 
the construction of pipe lines, water 
mains, reservoirs, etc., to be known 
as the Chatsworth, Fernando 
end Glendale lines. 
dents of the San Fernando Val- 
ley, through which the trunk line 
would naturally go, have expressed 
an ability to utilize the surplus water 
at a price to be fixed by the city. 
These lands are adjacent to the cor- 
porate limits of Los Angeles and will 
in course of time become a part 
of the municipality. The distribu- 
tion of the water to them will be 
less expensive, and the revenue pro- 
portionately greater than if diverted 
elsewhere, in the opinion of those 
who tevor this particular tasue. 
“HIGH LINE” SCHEME. 
Opposed to this proposition and al- 
ternative thereto, is the next one to 
appear upon the ballot, Which pro- 
vides for a bond issue of $2,500,000 
with which to begin the so-called 
Graham “high line,“ taking its name 
from the originator of the plan, 8. 
C. Graham. Under the high-line 
scheme the water would be diverted 
as it comes from the aqueduct and 
sent through a “high-line” conduit 
to “a point at or near the city of 
Pasadena, and thence to the vicinity 
of Glendora and San Dimas,” and to 
be known as the “Pasadena-Glendora 
and San Dimas high line.” 
It is admitted by the advocates of 
the high line that the $2,500,000 will 
only start this work, and that at least 
$7,000,000 will be required to finish 
it. The opponents of the plan suggest 
that the water thus alienated, will be 
taken far from the city, to which it 
belongs; that, as a matter of law, it 
will be impossible to ever reclaim this 
water: that the expense Is prohibitive, 
and that it is improbable that the dis- 
tricts to be served will ever become 
a part and parcel of the city of Los 
Angeles. They say that, the water 
being municipal property, itt should 
remain within the control and ynder 
the jurisdiction of this city.

JURIES SCORED 
BY THE POLICE. 


Too Many Acquittals, Plaint 
of Authorities. 


Difficult to Protect Public, 


Says Commissioner. 


Verdicts Lack Consistency, 
His Conclusion,

LONDON, April — [Exclusive 


Dispatch.] William Albert Legood, 
aged 25, a motor omnibus driver, 
charged with causing the death of 
Constable Jöhn Smith while the lat- 
ter was on point duty in Lurgate Cir- 
cus, was discharged & the Mansion 
House. 

This result was arrjved at after a 
statement by Mr. Muir, on behalf of 
the Commission of Police, in which 
he referred to the decision of the 
Coroner's jury. They returned a ver- 
dict of accidental death, and added 
a rider expressing the opinion that 
drivers should be more experienced 
than the defendant appeared to have 
been. 

Mr. Muir, addressing the Lord 
Mayor, said that in the circumstances 
the Commissioner of Police for the 
city had had to consider with his 
advisers what was the proper course 
for him to take with regard to this 
prosecution, and the decision of that 
question was a very difficult one, be- 
cause there were called before the 
Coroner's jury some twenty-six wit- 
nesses and the defendant himeeif in 
addition. The evidence was not at all 
consistent, and it was found there was 
a large body of testgmony which 
would, if placed before his worship, 
have certainly justified him in com- 
mitting the defendant for trial. 

INCONSISTENCY OF JURY. 

It was, to say the least of it, doubt- 
ful whether the rider of the jury was 
not inconsistent with thelr verdict. 
Moreover, the.defendant, whe was 
licensed as a driver on December 17, 
on December 31 injured a postman in 
the course of hie driving, in respect 
of which proceedings against him 
were now pending, and on January 
20 he ran into and killed Constable 
Smith. 

In these circumstances it was no 
easy matter for the Commissioner of 
Police to decide what course to take 
in this case, and it. was rendered all 
the more difficult when he had placed 
before him, as he had, the experience 
of the Commissioner of Police for the 
metropolis with regard to prosecu- 
tions of motor car drivers. That - 
perience presented a most remarkable 
state of things. 

TOO MANY ACQUITTALS. 


“In a period of just over six years 
the Commissioner of Police has 
prosecuted in some twenty cases. 
Knowing, as I do,“ added Mr. Muir, 
„that case is proceeded with on 
behalf ofthe commissioner unless and 
until his advisers are satisfied that 
there is a case upon which it is rea- 
sonable to suppose a jury ought to 
convict, you will be astounded 
when you hear that there was 85 
per cent. of acquittals in those 
twenty cases. When the g@dvis- 
ers of the Commissioner of Police 
thought it reasonable that a jury 
ought to convict, juries convicted in 
only three. In no other class of case 
prosecuted by the Commissioner of 
Police is the percentage approaching 
anything like 85 per deut. of acquit- 
tals. Indeed, I do not think I am 
overstating the figures when I say, 
speaking from my experience, that 
the percentage is as high as 90 per 
cent. of convictions of cases under- 
taken by the Commissioner of Police 
on the advice of his legal advisers. 

“It is litthe wonder if the public 
think that they are not being proper- 
ly protected, so far as prosecutions 
are concerned, against the danger of 
the streets which arises from the in- 
creasing use of motor vehicles, and 
the difficulty which the City Commis- 
sioner had in this case was a two- 
fold difficult”.”’ 

PROTECTION FROM JURIES. 


Mr. Muir went on to contend that 
the Coroner's jury's verdict was not 
in accordance with the trend of the 
Coroner's summing-up. It was not 
lack of protection from the Commis 
sioners of Police from which the pub- 
lic suffered, but lack of protection 
from jusies. This particular case was 
not to be looked upon as a precedent 
in the lest likely to be followed in 
future cases in the city of London; 
but the commissioner had decided to 
follow the verdict of the Coroner's 
jury and to ask the Lord Mayor to 
say, he would be justified in allowing 
t prosecution to stop at this stage.

MARRIED MEN MORE CAREFUL, 
SAYS LONDONER.

Members of English Union 

Investigating Committee That 
Trafic Commission Should Be 
Formed to Deal With Question of 
Speed and Rules of the Road.

LONDON, April 5.— [Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] Drivers of taxicabs and 
motor- buses gave evidence before the 
Committee at its recent meet -

Mr. Lawrence Russell, who testified 
on behalf of the London Cabdrivers’ 
Trade Union, said the union now had 
& new title, the London and Provin- 
cial Union of Licensed Vehicle Work- 
ers. He had been a licensed driver 
for twenty-eight years. He advocated 
a traffic committee composed of po- 
lice officers, representatives of the 
County Council, and drivers nom- 
ore from the Vehicle Workers’ So- 
ciety. 

“I believe if we had a traffic com- 
mittee composed on those lines,” the 
witness added, “we should get a more 
uniform system of dealing with ‘traffic, 
and you would have the benefit of 
the practical experience of men driv- | 
ing on the road.” 

Another suggestion made by the 
witness was that drivers of cabs and 
motor- buses should have three years’ 
experience of driving before granted 
a license. The experience could be 
gained in the country. He also advo- 
cated subways with moving piatforme. 


CAREFUL MARRIED MEN. 


Replying to a further question. the 
witness said he was not in favor of 
the unfortunate drivers being more 
heavily fined than at present, but he 
was in favor of pedestrians being 
prosecuted. He caused some ‘amuse- 
ment by remarking that he thought 
there were more accidents among 
Single men than married ones. “It 
is human nature for the married man 
to be more careful,” he added. 

R. E. Cross, president of the Na- 
tional Society of Motor- Bus Drivers, 
who was next called, alluded to a reg- 
ulation stating that motor-’buses 
should be geared so that their highest 
speed was twelve miles an hour, and 
said the authorities who had the ad- 
ministration of the regulation had 
from the beginning neglected to — 
force it. 80 long as the public-car- 
riage authorities neglected to enforce 
the observance of the act the danger of 
accidents from high speed would con- 
tinue. He urged that the mechanical 
arrangement of "buses should be such 
that their speed could not be beyond 
a certain limit, whatever that limit 
happened to be fixed at. 

The material from which motor- 
"bus drivers were selected, witness 
said, was in many cases not of the | 
right sort. Sometimes men came 
down from Yarmouth off fishing- 
smacks; and a man with a collar and 
tie had a preference over the man 
with only a scarf. 

Questioned regarding speed, witness 
said a driver did not know the Speed 
at which he was going; his attention 
was fixed on dodging people in the 
road. He confessed to going from 
twenty to twenty-five miles an hour 
on one occasion. It was the average 
thing, he declared, for motor-"buses 
to go at sixteen miles an hour.

The others 
gave up the latter and treated the 


Old Testament as a dead collection. 
It was time that Chrisian people | 
were reminded of the real trustwor- | 
htiness and reasonableness of the 
more reverent and cautious school. | 
There was absolutely nothing to fear 
from the more rash and destructive 
school of the higher critics, and from 
the devout, serious, and reasonable 
school there was everything to learn.

| ENLARGE GWRYCH CASTLE. 

Picturesque Welsh Pile Renowned 

im History Is Being Modernized by 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
| CARDIFF (Wales) April 5.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Gwrych 
| Abergele, the Welsh seat of the Ear! 
of Dundonald and one of the grandest 
and most picturesque places in the 
principality, is being considerably en- 
larged. The castle, which has been 
excavated out of the sold rock be- 
hind, already possesses a frontage of 
over a quarter of a mile, broken 
at intervals by eighteen turrets, and 
is bounded on each side by a noble 
terrace over 400 yards long. 

In the castle grounds and over- 
looking the Irish Sea, is a cavern with 
an entrance like t of a great Goth- 
le cathedral. The sides and roof are 
studded with beautiful pendant 
stalactites many feet in length, and 
the floor is strewn with immense 
quantities of stalagmites of a deep or- 
ange color and of the most grotesque 
and varied forma. 

Over the principal entrance are 
carved tablets commemorating en- 
counters between the Welsh and the 
Saxons and Normans in the pass com- 
manded by the castle. The ravine has 
been termed the “Thermopylae of 
Wales.” Battles took place here be- 
tween Gruffydd.Ap Liewelyn, Prince 
of North Wales, and Harold of Wes- 
sex, who was afterwards slain at 
Hastings: as also between King Henry 
II. and Prince Owain Gwynedd. Here, 
too, Richard II. whom Percy, Kari of 
Northumberland, under a promise of 
an amiable interview with Henry Bo- 
lingbroke, had inveigiead from Com 
way Castle, was on his return from 
Ireland surrounded and treacherously 
betrayed by the Earl into the power 
of the usurper.

ARRESTED IN RHEIMS. 


Wilmart was arrested at Rheims re- 
cently after successfully evading the 
world’s police since October last. Man- 
aging director of the Ghent-Termenzen 
Railway, it was discovered at that time 
that large blocks of forged shares of 
the company had been placed on the 
market and Wilmart, after explaining 
indignantly to the aut that any 
irregularities in the company’s af- 
fairs could only be due to clerical er- 
rors, fied the country. Investigations 
showed that frauds on à very la 
scale had been perpetrated. Within 
ten years forged shares to the amount 
of $8,000,000 had been negotiated by 
large banks, among which were the 
National Bank, the Union de Credit, 
the Banque de Bruxelles and the 
Caisse d'Epargne. The individual 
looses sustained ranged from $80,000 
to $200,000. The prominent part 
played in Belgian society by Nestor 
Wilmart added to the sensation caused 
by the discovery of the frauds and the 
news of his fight. Wilmart kept a 
large racing stable and a famous 
stud. He owned several chateaux, «a 
theater, a newspaper and shorily be- 
fore his fight entertained some leaders 
of Belgian society at a shooting party. 

HUE AND CRY RAISED. 


The hue and cry after Nestor Wil- 
mart led to reports of his presence 
in many distant parts of the world, 
and it was generally supposed that he 
was hiding in Mexico, which appears 
to be a favorable resort of absconding 
financiers at the moment. After 
wandering about for several weeks, 
Wilmart settled down quietly under 
the name of Dubois at Laon, in the 
department of Aisne, a few miles from 
the Belgian frontier. The police by 
the merest chance discovered the 
identity of the new arrival in this 
comparatively small town—Leon has 
some 15,000 inhabitants—and the 
local magistrate requested him to call 
at the police station. Wilmart fled to 
Rheims, where he was arrested. Only 
a few dollars were found upon him. 
Wilmart’s fondness for the society of 
ladies of the ballet was what finally 
led to his discovery.
